any herd in any country. 


The females have been selected with the same care, and among them are included a number of the best cows and 
heifers in our herd. Fifteen of them have calves at foot and practically all of them (except those that have very 
young calves), are well along in calf to such bulls as Diamond Goods, Sultan Supreme, Diamond Abbot and Corner- 
stone.

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BRIEF HISTORY OF CHOICE GOODS. 
By Walter O. Mitchell, Kansas City, Mo. 


Choice Goods, as a factor in latter-day improvement of Scotch Short-Horns in America, stood in a position which 
showed him to have few equals and no superiors. His introduction to the American Short-Horn breeders was at the 
time he was purchased at auction by J. G. Robbins & Sons, of Horace, Ind., for the record sum of $10,000. He was at 
that time arriving at two years of age. About fifteen months after this auction, Choice Goods and five noted Short- 
Horns were purchased by Col. G. M. Casey, of Clinton, Mo., from J. G. Robbins & Sons at a cost of $25,000, figuring 
Choice Goods at $10,000. This was a cash purchase and the cash was paid for the cattle. 


Choice Goods’ greatest career began in the spring of 1903 at Tebo Lawn. He and other members of an aged show 
herd were presented for competition for the first time in the fall of 1908. He was the undisputed grand champion of 
the season, with the exception of meeting defeat in competition with Whitehall Sultan at the Illinois state fair that 
fall, but regained all lost laurels by defeating the same bull in every succeeding show in which they met. Choice 
Goods’ next appearance in the show yard was in 1904, at which time he entered the show yard at the World’s Fair in 
St. Louis, competing in the greatest Short-Horn show ever held in America. Here and at all other shows of the sea- 
son he was crowned grand champion. In 1905, Choice Goods and other members of an aged herd, young herd and calf 
herd, the two latter composed entirely of his get, appeared in the competition at the Lewis & Clark Exposition at 
Portland, Ore., making a winning of incomparable proportions. In five days after leaving Portland this same collec- 
tion of cattle entered the show at the American Royal at Kansas City, repeating their success after a journey of nearly 
a thousand miles. 


In June, 1906, Choice Goods was sold at auction in the dispersion of the Tebo Lawn Short-Horns, held at Kansas 
City, Mo. There he was purchased by Howell Rees of Pilger, Neb., for the record sum of $5,500. His get in the same 
sale brought $32,000, which stands as a record for the selling of the get of one bull at either public or private treaty 
in an American auction, since the days of the Bates’ cattle boom in Kentucky, thirty years ago. Choice Goods died 
at his new home in Nebraska in 1908, after having made the most brilliant record, both as a show bull and as a sire, 
of any bull of his generation. 


Choice Goods’ sons have occupied a peculiarly distinctive position in the history of American Short-Horns. Two 
of them were selected at less than twelve months of age by Bellows Bros., for use on their farms. Good Choice was 
first. Mr. C. D. Bellows visited Tebo Lawn in the spring of 1905, and while Good Choice was less than five months of 
age, he there obtained an option on the bull tc be terminated at the International Show of that year. They terminated 
the option by buying the bull, which was a son of the Scotch Secret cow, Silent 2d, one of the greatest individual 
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matrons in the Tebo Lawn collection. Best ®: Koegloe a as sold with his:dam in the Tebo Lawn dispersion of 1906 to 
Owen Kane, of Wisner, Neb., for $1,300. Immediately after the sale Bellows Bros. obtained an option on the calf for 
delivery before he was twelve months of age, at $1,000. Bellows Bros. subsequently obtained this bull, which was a 
son of Runaway Girl, a daughter of Imp. Collynie, which was out of Sweet Violet 2d, the cow for which Col. Casey 
paid T. R. Westrope & Sons $3,750 at auction. A correct understanding of the methods employed by Bellows Bros. in 
deciding upon these two bulls reveals the fact that they were careful to obtain sons of dependable cows, which had 
been produced from some of the most dependable of all Scotch Short-Horns. One needs only to observe the impress 


which has been left by these bulls at the Bellows farms to understand the sound logic of such a process in selecting 
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herd heading material. 

Many other sons of Choice Goods have gained nothing short of national reputations. The Choice of All, which was 
one of the first to be sold to go to head an old established herd, was purchased by N. H. Gentry of Sedalia, Mo., at the 
American Royal at a cost of $1,400. At the International of the same year Good Lad was purchased by a prominent 
breeder in Illinois for $1,000. The same season Choice Goods Model, then a senior bull calf, was purchased by Hall 
Bros., of Carthage, Mo., for $1,500. A son of Choice Goods out of the dam of Roberta was purchased in the summer of 
1905 by E. H. Rutledge, of Little River, Kan., for $1,000. The first ten sons of this famous bull were sold by Tebo Land 
& Cattle Co., of Clinton, Mo., for $8,800, which was the highest average made by any breeder or firm in the United 
States at that time for the selling of the sons of one bull at private sale in a period covering less than two years.

He was the best bull calf 
of his year. His type and individual excellence, coupled with the fact that he was sired by Good Choice and out of 
that grand breeding cow Sweetheart, caused us to select and retain him with which to improve our herds. His steady 
improvement, his fine disposition, his career at the leading shows, and best of all, the two crops of calves sired by 
him have proved the wisdom of our choice. He is a bull of the right type, and rich breeding is combined with rare 
individual merit. At the leading shows of 1912 he was undefeated in the aged bull class, winning first at the Iowa 
and Nebraska State Fairs, and at the International, at Chicago. He was also made senior and grand champion at 
both State Fairs, and was awarded the grand championship over all beef breeds at the Nebraska State Fair. The 
yearling bulls and the calves sired by him that are included in our coming sale will leave no doubt about his value 
as a stock bull. 


Good Choice was selected by us in the summer of 1904 as the best son of the many times grand champion 
Choice Goods. As a junior calf he stood third at the International and as a two-year-old he defeated every bull of 
his age that he met, winning first prize at the lowa and Nebraska State Fairs, also at St. Joseph Interstate Fair and 
at the American Royal. He weighed at maturity 2,350 lbs., had a perfect disposition, was a natural flesh carrier and a 
remarkable prepotent sire. His reputation was established by the many good sons and daughters that have passed 
through our annual sales, and remained in our herds.
